Instructions for Engine-room Artificers, Leading Stokers, and others in charge of machinery of 


sieam-boats on detached service. 


A copy of these instructions is to he earried by every person who may be in charge of 
the machinery of a steam-boat on detached service, and all men in these boats are to be 
made thoroughly acquainted with these instructions. 

1. Fresh water, distilled water if possible, is to be used for filling and feeding the 
boiler. When the fire is lighted, there is not to be less than 5 inches of water over the top 
of the fire-box, which may be blown down to 4 inches just before getting under way, unless 
the boat is required for continuous steaming for some considerable time at a low power. 

2. Steam is to be raised very slowly, except in cases of urgency. 

3. When the fire is lighted, drain the steam pipes and cylinders, and then open the 
stop valves a little to warm gradually the cylinders and cylinder jackets. 

4. Lift the safety valves oceasionally whilst getting up steam. 

5. Clear the cylinders of water before starting, and keep the jackets clear of water at 
all times. 

6. Keep the water level in the boiler constant, and blow through the water-gauge 
cocks occasionally, 

Note.—Tho middle sentence refers only 7. Use both main feed pumps. If the pumps are not 
to condensing engines, drawing, the hands of the feed pump pressure gauges will 
be stationary and the hot-well will overflow: get the pumps to work by opening pet- 
cocks. 

8. If no cocks are fitted in the feed delivery pipes, the feed pump air-vessels are not 
to be taken off while steam is up, before it is ascertained by discounecting the pressure 
enge on the feed pipe and opening its cock that the non-return valve on the boiler is 
shut. 

9. If the boiler primes, ease the engines as much as possible. 

10. Fill up the fresh tanks at every available opportunity. 

11. Sea water is not to be used in the boiler, except on emergency. When it is used 
the density is not to exceed 20 or zy; , and the boiler is to be opened and cleaned as soon 
after as possible. A salinometer is to be demanded for every launch that is not already 
provided with one, if she at any time runs in salt water, 

12. The boiler is not to be emptied by blowing out. 

13. The boiler is not to be emptied, except for examination, cleaning, or i 
the water is to be changed as seldom as possithe while it remains clean. aie aah 

14. The fire is not to be kept laid if the boiler is empty. 

15, When the engines are no longer required, the cocks and valves are to be closed

Wiru reference to Notice to Mariners No. 18 of 28th March 1885, issued by this Depart- 
ment, on the existence of certain shoals lying in the approach to Trinkitat (Toring-hatah) 
harbour from the Northward, Western shore of the Red Sea. Ri 

The following information, the result of an examination of the locality, has been 
received from Commander the Hon’ble F. C. Vereker, H.M.S. Rambler, through the British 
Admiralty, London :— : , 

Sha’b-ul Shubuk.—A reef extending 6 cables in a North and South direction, and 8} 
cables wide, having a small sand cay near the centre, forms the 8. E. extreme of Sha’b-ul 
Shubuk ; this reef is separated from the main reef by a passage two cables in width; if may 
be passed on the eastern side at a distance of about 3 cables. 

Position of the’small sand cay.—Latitude 18° 44’ 40” N., longitude 37° 44’ 45” E, 

hae (Rambler shoal) extending 4 cables in a N. N, W. and 8. S. E. direction, and 
2 cables wide, with a least depth of 8 fathoms over coral, and 44 fathoms around, lies 
with the sand cay on the 8. E. extrene of Sha’b-ul Shubuk, bearing N. 17° E., distant 
14 miles, 

A circular coral patch (Fairway patch) two cables in diameter, and a least depth of 
4 fathoms, lies with the sand cay on the S. EK, extreme of Sha’b-ul Shubuk, bearing N. 8° 
W., distant 2} miles. 

Ras Makdah is marked by the most conspicuous of the low sand hills in the vicinity, 
a ridge 87 feet high. The point is low, with three small islets lying northward of it; shoal 
ground c&tends } to 14 miles of shore. Mersa Makdah is the bight enclosed 
between"the 8. E. part of Sha’b-ul Shubuk and Ras Makdah, Anchorage in 8 to 9 fathoms, 
sand and mud can be found, under the lee of the reef, over the northern portion of the bight, 
bx the southern part is blocked by the shoals extending 14 miles northward of Ra

dah. 

Trinkitat (Taring-hatah) harbour off the entrance is an extensive coral reef, named 
Kat’ at Kennashah, which is steep-to and always visible. Between this reef and the 

. harbour entrance is a shoal extending, within the 5 fathoms line, 2 cables in‘a 

North and Sonth direction and § of a cable in width with a least depth of 3 fathoms, 
The harbour lies 2 miles S. E. of Ras Makdah. The entrance is not easily distin- 
guished from seaward, the coast being low aud sandy. Shoal ground extends 14 cables 
S. E. of the north entrance point of the harbour and 8} cables northward of the 
south entrance pdint, narrowing the entrance within the 3 fathoms line to about half 
a cable. Zwo temporary beacons have been erected on the western shore of the harbour, 
which, kept in line bearing 8. 55° W., lead in between the shoals with 24 feet least water. 
Should the becons be down, a-stranger should buoy the entrance before attempting to 
enter. ‘ 

Outside the harbour there is good anchorage in 6 to 7 fathoms under shelter of Kat’ at 
Kennashah. 

In the vicinity of the harbour the coast is low and barren, consisting of sand hillocks 
wish soqteond scrub, A.sandy plain, flooded at times, extends for a considerable distance 
inland.

By these enactments some of the charges previously levied on vessels entering the 
harbour of Port Louis have been reduced, others have been totally abolished, the reductions 
on the whole amounting to at least 50 per cent. of the charges hitherto levied.
